It  is  a point 
of  view,  a process,  a way  of  working  with  people,  and  an  approach  to  the  solution  of  prob- 
lems. It  is  a means  of  helping  the  individual  make  intelligent  choices  in  his  day-by-day 
living.  This  process  must  be  satisfying  to  him  and  contribute  to  his  present  adjustment  and 
future  progress  as  a member  of  society. 

The  guidance  process  at  Norcom  offers  the  following  services  to  the  individual  student:
